THE SEED OIL MILLS. 


Four to be Built at Once—Mr. Armour Has 
Nothing to do With Them. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 17.—A contract. rep- 
senting over a quarter of a million dollars, for 
machinery alone, was signed today by W. W. 
Smith, president; John i. Vaile, vice presi- 
dent; and O. M, Gottschalk, counsel represent- 
ing the Smith & Vaile company, of Dayton, 0, 
and Henry C, Butcher, president; Frederick 
Oliver and Daniel A. Tompkins, of Charlotte, 
N. C., executive committee, as representatives 
of the Southern cotton seed oil company, re- 
cently organized in New Jersey. The contract 
calls for the construction of press room m4- 
chinery for eight cotton seed oil mills of 
the capacity - of 150 tons per day 
each, and the exact price stipulated is $266,000. 
All of this machinery, as well as 256 linters 
and twenty huiling machines contracted for 
with the Carver Cotton Gin company, of East 
Bridgewater, Mass., is to be ready and deliver- 
ed in time to work up the coming season’s 
crop. The contract with the Smith & Vaile 
company carries with it ail patents on this 
kind of machinery now owned by that com- 
pany and this, itis said, gives the Southern 
Cotton Seed O:l company practical control of 
al) machinery by which the cotton seed oil is 
made under the new and improved process, 
Millis are to be erected at different 
points so as to cover. the entire 
cotton belt, and also insure to the company an 
uplimited supply of seed of which there is an- 
nualiy produced about 3,000,000 tons, and only 
about 400,000 tons have heretofore beer re- 


duced to oil, the balance having. in recent | 


years, been used for fertilizing purposes.

Biock testified that he had been in the habit 
of visiting West Roxbury. Once when riding 
umer the bridge he noticed some loose nuts 
hapging down from the bridge and the rods 
fran which nuts were broken off. He noti- 
fied @ young man in the superintendent's office 
an¢ he said that the matter wonld be looked af- 
ter He subsequently noticed the trains slowed 
dovn on tho bridge toa man’s walking we. 
Sonetime afterward he noticed that the defect 
hai not been remedied and more nuts were off, 
and he visited the superintendent's office a 
seond time. He was told by the young man 
that he (Brock) was borrowing a good deal of 
trmble about that bridge; that the loose nuts 
hat been found to be of no consequence, and 
thé: ifhe was afraid to ride he had better 
wak. ‘This testimony occasioned no little sen- 
sation in the courtroom. 
tdmund H. Hemins, of Boston, builder of 
thebridge, said it was the last he built and 
sinee then he had been engaged as consulting 
engineer. The main tension bars of Bussey 
bridge were made by the Phwaix, Pa., Iron 
works and the balance of the work made by 
the Trenton, N. J., Iron company, from his 
designs. He then«described the dimensions, 
technically. It was intended to carry 3,000 
pounds to each lineal feos and was capable of 
that strain, and allowances were made for even 
reater. The work was done in con- 
ormity with the specifications. 
Bridge builders do not always 
inspect every piece of iron that is put in their 
work, though they may some of it. There are 
inspectors for that duty. The Phenix com- 
pany follows that plan. No inspection of the 
Bussey bridge was made on behalf of the com- 
pany that he knew of.

THE OUTRAGE IN AVOYELLES.

numerous shots into the stores and posted 
notices on the premises containing] threats 
against the lives of Kahn, Bauer and others. 

In compliance with the advice of the civil 
ofticers of Avoyelles parish and the wishes of 
the citizens, the governor offers a reward of 
$200 for the arrest and conviction of each per- 
son concerned in the outrages, in order that 
they may be speedily brought to justice. The 
governor says that any of the participants 
turning state’s evidence will receive prompt 
consideration for executive clemency. 


ACCIDENT AT CHURCH,

THE TROUBLE IT HAS CAUSED 
IRVING BISHOP. 


The Mind-Reader Tells « Constitution 
Why It was That He Married Miss Meck—He 
Believes His Wile to be Insane or Uo- 
eroed- Mr. Bishop’s Statemeat. 


New York, March 17.—([Special.}—Wash- 
ington Irving Bishop was considerably worked 
up today over the statement of his wife that 
the reason she left him was he was suffering at 
the time and ever since her marriage with him 
from a contagious malady, which would ulti- 
mately end his life. The statement caused a 
great sensation today. As he talked with the 
CONSTITUTION reporter concerning it he ner- 
vously paced up and down his apartment and 
was bitter in his denunciation of its author. 

“Tt is the most wicked fabrication conceiva- 
ble, and I cannot believe my wife wrote or 
dictated it. It must have been given out by 
her family. My wife’sa whole conduct has 
been such as to make me believe that she is 
either insane or under coercion. In her state- 
ment she is made to say that she had a slight 
acquaintance with me abroad; that when she 
parted from me she never saw nor heard from 
me until I returned to this country—a period 
of * three years—yet three days 
after I arrived in Boston she 
married me. Does this seem reasonable? This 
whole affair, singularly enough, grew out of 
the mistake of a telegraph operator. When I 
was in Athens I receivéd a letter from my 
daughter’s mother, hinting that if no others 
bad claims upon me, the (barrier which had so 


long separated us had been swept away, and 


we might be rennited. I imme- 
diately hastened to England and cabled 
these words: ‘‘Unmarried—cable fuller partic- 
ulars immediately.’ The operator sent the 
dispatch “Am married.” To this I received a 
reply wishing me all happiness, and now wha 


| she was about to tell me could not be told. It 


was forthe purpose of seeking my daughter 
and her mother that brought me to America, 
and it was while in the nervous state 
produced by this incident that I married Miss 
Mack. Whenthey heard of my marriage to 
Miss Mack all my friends asked meif I had 
lost my senses entirely. I want it distinctly 
understeod that I cast no imputations upon my 
wife, but verily believe she is either insane or

THE MURDER AT EDEN'’S. 


One of the Bald HKnobOers Makes « 
Confession. . 

OzarK, Mo., March 17.—Eleven members of 
the Bald Knobbers organization were arrested 
and brought here yesterday, making ninpieen 
in all under arrest and confined here. These 
prisoners are believed to include the leading 
spirits of the gang, and also a majority of the 
masked band concerned in the murder ef 
William Eden and Charlies Greene last Friday 
night. Dave Walker was the leader, er 
commander-in-chief, as he 1s called, of the Bald 
Knobbers, He isa married man anda mom- 
ber of the Baptist church, and is among these 
arrested, asalsoare C. O. Baptist 


preacher; Joseph Hyde and William Abboté, 
members ofthe Baptist church. The other 
prisoners are generally farmers, and most ef 
them are married, ranging in age from 19 te 54 
years. 

Joseph Inman, one of the arrested, mades 
confession yesterday afternoon, giving muck 
information to the authorities regarding the 
organization and telling how the killing ef 
Greene and Eden came about. He said that 
on last Friday night some thirty or 
members of the Bald Knob company, to w 
he belonged, were called together by Dave 
Walker, its chief,to go down to Swan creek 
and pound out some illicit whisky which was 
being sold. When the party got near Eden’s 
house some of the young men proposed to ge 
there and have some fun and started for the 
house, headed by Walker, 

Chief Walker. The latter 

ed them back and tried 
pertuade them not to go, but they gave neo 
heed to the advice or commands, and went te 
Eden’s house, where they smashed in the doers 
and windows, and killed young Eden aad 
Greene. William Walker was shot in the as- 
sault on the house, and left his shotgun aad 
mask in Eden’s yard. He was carried home 
by his father, and is now believed to be coa- 
cealed in the woods. He is said to be 

if not fatally wounded, having received a bali 
in the groin, supposed to have been fired by 
the elder Eden when his doors were torn dowa. 

As soon as this confession was made Sheriff 
Johnson handcuffed the men most. seriously 
criminated by Inman and they were $reatly . 
overcome when they heard that Inman had 
confessed. Preacher Simmons was one of these 
who attacked Eden’s house. A gece 
has ee over the prisoners, as it is ap- 
prehended that the Bald K nobbers will attempt 
to rescue them. Inman has been sent to 8 pring- 
field jail at his own urgent request, 
he being in mortal teror of being lynched. He 
says he joined the organization under protest, 
being forced at the muzzie of a shotgun with a 
rope round bis neck to swear allegiance to the 
deadly fraternity. He has had no sympathy 
with the band and has attended their meetia 
because he was afraid to refuse todoso. It 
believed that the arrest of these men and their 
trial will break up the organization, and every 
etfort will be made to that end.

Atlastthe o,»position gave way; the 
Gunesh and others which were stopping the 
Way were bourne on ward into the stockade by 
the pressure behind, x»nd the animals in the 
rear made renewed exe:tious to get away from 
the terrible sights and svunds so close behind 
them. Only one clephant broke back; she 
tareercd through ‘he men who escaped in the 
raost marvelous manuer; in her terror she went 
through the fire lines. a most unusual proceed- 
ing for an eleph»nt. She unfortunately killed 
a man on the surrennd some two miles from the 
Stockade, after which no more wis seen of her. 

‘When I saw the elephants struggling before 
the gate I never believed that so many (136 as 
it turned out) could by any possibility get into 
a stcckade 215 feet incirrenmference The area 
was even less thau that of acircle of similar cir- 
cumferance as our stuckades have: thirteen 
Straight sides of fitteen feet each and the gate 
Side oftwenty feet. Wenever expected our 
stockades wou'd ho!d over 100 elephants; sixty- 
five was the greatest number we had ever im- 
pounded before, though I must say they had 
plenty of room when the resistance was over- 
come xed the fin»l struggle to get into the 
stockade began. The thing seemed impossible 
after seeing the elephants balf covering a bill- 
side or treuping alony ina singlie file.

There are wild rumors from Washington 
to the effect that Secretary Manning was 
compelled to resign on account of some dis- 
agreement with Mr. Cleveland. We place 
no confidence in such rumors, because it is 
well known that Secretary Manning's resig- 
nation was the result of ill health. 

At the same time, the fact cannot be con- 
cealed that there are dissensions in the cabi- 
net brought about by the queer pranks of 
Mr. Endicott, the secretary of war. If all 
reports are true, the secretary of war has 
got himself into difficulties from whieh he 
can only escape by tendering his resignation 
to the president. 

Our Washington correspondent hinted 
briefly at the situation yesterday. The 
trouble is in the office of the surgeon gen- 
eralof the army. It appears that one Jede- 
diah H. Baxter, a well known republican 
lonter and Blaine heeler, has been for some 
time a candidate for the place of surgeon 
general, He was a candidate for the place 
when Garfield was elected, and afterwards 
when Arthur came to be president. He 
would probably have been appointed bat for 
Garfield’s assassination, bunt when Arthur 
became president General Hawley, of Con- 
necticut, and others had no trouble in con- 
vincing him that Baxter was not the proper 
person for the place. 

Baxter is a citizen of Vermont, and a ram- 
pant republican. He is the chief medical 
purveyor of the army, and for years he has 
used the influence that his oftice gives him 
in favor of himself and the republican party. 
He is a politician and a wire puller, and he 
has never failed in his efforts to secure the 
success-of the republicans to look after his 
own personal interests. During the last 
campaign he was president of the local 
Blaine and Logan club in Washington, and 
‘he made himself conspicuous as 2 republican 
partisan. 

In consequence of this, it was supposed 
that he would have no chance of promotion 
and preferment under the Cleveland admin- 
istration. But Baxter was very shrewd. 
When Mr. Cleveland was installed a3 pre:i- 
dent, he was given to understand that the 
genial political doctor would be glad to be 
made the ‘‘physician of the white house.”’ 
His services, however, were not accepted in 
that quarter, but he made himself agreeable 
to Endicott, the new secretary of war, and 
was very soon established in the good graces 
of the latter. 

At this time General Marray, who is de- 
ecribed as ‘‘a mild and an upright old gen- 
tleman,’’ was the surgeon general of the 
army. Murray, mild as he was, had a nat- 
ural contempt for Baxter, and, a3 a result, 
reseived wang little <«c<cidereativu fru TIP 
war secretary, who seemed to be infatuated 
with the republican heeler. Finally General 
Murray was retired, and when this occurred 
Endicott, a cabinet officer of a democratic 
administration, suggested to the president 
that Baxter, a red hot republican partisan, 
was the proper person to be made surgeon 
general. Mr. Cleveland gave the matter 


Jobn Moore. 

Under these circumstances, a sensitive 
cabinet officer would have resigaed, but Sec- 
retary Endicott concluded that he could do 
a better part by Baxter to hold on. He did 
hold on, and the result is thus described by 
the trustworthy Washington correspondent 
of the Boston Post: 


Thus, Dr. Baxter again failed of realizing his 
ambition, but, with the secretary still on his side, 
he resolved that, although not surgeon general in 
name, he would be so in fact, and this determina- 
tion on his part was one of the first intimations 
which the new surgeon general received when he 
arrived in the city. It would have been fortunate 
for Mr. Endicott if he could have seen his way to 
yield gracefully tothe wishes of the president in 
appointing an officer of such sterling worth as 
General Moore, andto have given him all neces- 
sary support in introducing needed reforms in the 
administration of the department. General Moore 
was not alittle surprised on the occasion of his 
firstinterview with the secretary to be told that 
the assistant surgeon general, Dr. Huntington, the 
executive officer of the department during the past 
four years and a most capable and reliable officer, 
was objectionable to Mr. Endicott, and that he 
must be relieved from duty in Washington at once, 
General Moore protested that he should be allowed 
to become familiar with the duties of the oflice be- 
fore being deprived of the aid of Dr. Huntington, 
who had been practically surgeon general since 
General Murray retired, and said he would consent 
to hisremoyal at the earliest possible Moment. 
Mr. Endicott replied that Dr. Huntington must go 
at once, and his orders were made Out as s00n as a 
place was found for him, which, strange tosay, was 
the remote locality of San Diego barracks, Cal. 
The only offense of Dr. Huntington was that he had 
opposed the promotion of Dr. Baxter. Nothing 
else could possibly be alleged against him. Gen- 
eral Moore had not recovered from this surprise 
when he learned that he was not to be allowed the 
liberty usually permitted to heads of staff depart- 
ments to choose his own immediate assistants aud 
subordinates, but that the secretary had ordered 
that Dr. Greenleaf, a personal adherent of Dr. Bax- 
ter, who had written a letter to the president in 
the autumn asking Baxter’s appointment, should 
come to Washington and serye as assistant surgeon 
general in place of Huntington. The surgeon gen- 
eral and the assistant surgeon general have their 
desks in the same room, and must be in confiden- 
tial relation. General Moore then realized that 
there was a purpose at the war department to limit 
and hamper him rather than to he!p him, and that 
it would be useless to attempt to exercise his au- 
thority as surgeon general under such circum- 
stances. He sawno other.way but to go tothe 
president, and to say that if Mr. Cleveland, after 
honoring him with the place of surgeon general, 
did not wish to allow him toact as surgeon gen- 
eral, he must ask to be entirely relieved of the du- 
ties of the office. This is the whole story, and it 
will easily be seen in whata situation the president 
finds himself. 

Certainly this is a pretty state of affairs. 
Mr. Endicott would do well to retire. We 
have no doubt that the president would be 
relieved if he had an opportunity of accept- 
ing the resignation of a cabinet offiver who 
seems determined to turn an important 


oflice over to a rampant republican partisan.

How 
was he to get back tothe bosom of his fam- 
ily? Clearly snch a state of affairs called 
for extra judicial methods. There was a 
whispered consultation between the officials. 
The bat was passed around, and the required 
sum to purchase a railroad ticket was made 
up”and handed the old man. 

Upnguarded and alone Postmaster Flory 
departed for Tulip. Ifhe is wise he will 
make the most of his few remaining days of 
freedom. He has caught Justice napping 
this one time, but when her buzz saw mood 
comes on there will be the mischief to pay 
in the Tulip postofiice. Postmaster Flory

Is Ita Black Art? 

The mind readeris abroad in the land, 
and the mesmerist, the hypnotist and the 
faith cure man appear to have it all their 
own way. 

So far as theanimal magnetism part of this 
business isconcerned there is very little 
mystery. By following certain rules almost 
any person will find it possible to exercise a 
remarkable control over others. These rules 
are as follows: 

The operator must bea person of positive 
character and plenty of confidence. He 
must obtain the consent of his subjects to be 
quiet, Each subject stands with the soles 
of his feet faton the floor,“with his eyes 
closed. In about fifteen minutes the epera- 
tor passes both hands open, with palms to- 
ward the subject, from forehead to knees, 
within three or four inches from the subject, 
say half a dozen times during fifteen or 
twenty-five minutes. 

Now for the first test. The operator con- 
fidently takes the right hand of the subject ia 
his right. He places his left hand on the sub- 
ject’s forehead, with the left thamb just 
above the nose and between the eyes, 
and the right thumb between} the third and 
fourth fingers, and pressing gently with both 
thumbs, he instructs the subject to close his 


eyes tightly, after which he declares in = 


commanding tone that they are shat fast, 
and beyond the power of the subject to open, 
If success follows this test the operator may 
remove his hands and prodace the effect at 
will. He will then find it easy to cause the 
subject to sing ludicrous songs or make 
speeches. At the conclusion of the experi- 
ment the simple word ‘‘Right!’’ with a snap 
of the finger, willj restore the subject. It 
must be understood that the subject never 
obeys a command which is against his con- 
science. He may sip water and call it vine- 
gar, butif he isa total abstainer the opera- 
tor cannot make him take wine under the 
impression thatit is water. Some subjects 
cannot be controlled at the first sitting. There 
is no truth whatever in the stories told of 
the operator’s influence over a subject last- 
ing an indefinite time after the sitting. 

It is perhaps unnecessary to inform our 
readers that this queer business has nothing 
in it that is of benefit to mankind. Medi- 
cal men arestill divided in opinion as to 
whether it is a real condition or a delusion. 

But there is a graver objection still. It is 
charged that mesmerizing and mind reading 
come under the head ofdiabolism and witch- 
craft, Only the other day the Rey. Dr, 
John Hall, of New York, took 
this position in a sermon, and de- 
clared that the evil practice of the 
magicians and witches described in the Bi- 
ble had been revived by these latter day 

‘students of the black art. We prefer to be- 
lieve that this is taking too serious a view 
ofthe matter. The subject may not be 
worthy of study and investigation, but if 
there is any positive evilin it nothing has 
developed to show it.

sand shares of the stock which is sup- 
to be in Lawton’s name and algo to cover 


Acting on these instructions Hammond & 
Hammond got out the attachments at about 
eight o’clock last evening, shortly after the 
office closed. 

‘The Gate City Gaslight company 13 repre- 
sented in thiscity, by Mr. Walter P. Elliot, who 
isthe agent and manager.

FELL FROM A WINDOW. 


Serious Accident to Mr. Wesley Neal--Ex- 
tent of His Injuries. 


About two o’ciock this morning the whole 
neigborhood near THE CoNnstTiTUTION office was 
alarmed by the most agonizing screams, which 
feemed to emanate from some one lying upon the 
pavement in front of Maddox & Rucker’s ware- 
house, corner Forsyth and Alabama streets.

He wasasked about Mr. Neal, but, being 
somewhat dazed, it was some little time before he 
could give intelligent replies to the ques 
tions asked him, He . stated that Mr 
Neal and he had slept together. He did not know 
when his bedfellow had gotup. The lasthe saw 
of him he was lying at his side sound asleep. An 
open window was found, and this gave an explan- 
ation of the occurrence... Evidently Mr. Neal had 
opened the window in his sleep and stepped out. 
His escape from instant death was almost miracu- 
lous. The window throvgh which he stepped is 
nbout twenty feet above the pavement, Justin 
frontofthe window wasachair, Mr, Neal must 
haye stepped upon this chair and 
then vumped out of the window, 
How long he had lain in the street it was impoasi- 
ble to determine. He must have been stunned by 
the fell. As soon as he regained consciousness his 
pain wasso acute as to compel himto scream. 
A telephonic summons was immediately sent to 
police headquarters and to Dr. Nicholson. In a 
short while these summons were answered by sevy- 
eral officers. A few minutes later the doctor ar- 
rived. Before the doctor’s arrival, however, the 
young man wasplaced upon a hastily improvised 
stretcher and ,borne up _ stairs fo the 
room he had occupied, His friend was 
almost overcome with grief at the sight which met 
his gaze, Mr. Neal was placed upon the bed.

Loxpon, March 18.--Mr. Gladstone delivered 
a speech at a dinner last bight given by York- 
ebire members of the house of commons,He be- 
gan by referring to his belief that there was ® 
growing opinion in favor of home rule even 
among its former opponents. He counselled 
Lord Salisbury to weaken from his step if be 
wished to banish hisfnightmare. The premier, 
however, said Mr. Gladstone, appeared deter- 
mined to remain asleep. Mr. Gladstone main- 
tained that it was impossible to deal with other 
questions until the Irish question had been 


cleared out of the way. He ssid: 

I wish to say a word regardtng what I consider 
to be my obligation toward the different parties 
and the-elections. We have to deal with it. In 
starting we are that Ireland asks effective 
self.gzovernmeut affairs, properly and exciu- 
siveiy Irish, subject to the ung nable su- 
premacy of the im parliament Should she 
extend her demands beyond this limit, I frankly 
tell you 1 could no longer promote her cause, but 
e utters are just and 
within the bounds of moderation, I will stand fast 
to her cause during what remains tome of politi- 
cal life. {Cheera.] 

Itisour duty to acknowledge whatever ap- 
proaches the conservatives imake toward the re- 
cognition of the real state of facts and of the pros- 
pects before us. Major Sanderson recently said 
that a settlementofthe Irish question mast ema- 
nate from the Irish people. That statement is em- 
nently satisfactory. It provesthat in the minds 
of extreme men there isa movement in the right 
direction, We should leave an 
open way for the conservatives 
to pursue the right policy in this matter. I had 
hoped they would deal liberally with Ireland, bat 
they missed the chance when they hadit. I know 
that they receive our suggestions of assistance as 
insults, but the lessons of all great reforms teach 
them that they oughtto receive our well-meant 
offers to assist them égainst the refractory mem- 
bers of their party with patience and tolerance. 

Turning to the unionists: I accept Sir George 
Trevclyan’s desire for reunion as a proof of the loy- 
alty of his heart towards us, but I so far differ with 
him that if the tories areable to settle the ques 
tion satisfactorily, | wish them with all my heart 
to doso, The presentschism in our party is use- 
ful, showing that we, as a political body, are 
placing national and material ques- 
lions jabove party considerations. While 
there is’ 80 much talk about 
offers and proposals of conferences, let us not con- 
ceal from ourselves the fact that this is strictly not 
a question of individuals, but one of nations, and 
when nations collide, incividuals are liable to be 
uncomfortably squeezed. | Laughter. ] mud 

] rejoice to read what has been done and said in 
a spirit of approximation. It is our fimt duty to do 
and say nothing that might wound or embarrass 
dissidents. I rejoice in the evidences of 
approximation among the liberal masses, 
and I would wish it were the same with 
the liberal party.

Finally, whilst continually considering how to 
improve on our plans, let us, above all things, be 
careful on no account to depart, under attraction, 
reduction or oy / phrase whatever, from the sub- 
stance and reality of those plans, What I now 
look to is the teaching of experience and eyents, 
and I would beware of too rapid progress. What 
i earnestly desire isa gradual approximation of 
not only liberal ranks but of the nation at large. 
We want good deal of patience, composure and 
good humor, reflecting upon the solidity of 
ground beneath us from which we cannot be 
shaken.

THE PUBLIC CONSISTORY. 


Eight New Cardinals, 


held today, in Salo Regia. It began at 20 min- 
utes past 10 o’clock, and concluded at noon. 
The procession was headed by consistoria advo- 
cates, with attendants, arrayed in crimson 
robes and crmine capes. They were followed 
by cross bearers, cameriecis, prelates, bishops, 
archbishops and cardinals. Then came the 
pope, who was borne on a sidia gestatoria, 
flanked with flabelli, or white peacock feather 
fans. He was accompanied on each side by the 
Noble Guards in blue, Swiss guard officers, and 
purple and crimson robed attendants. 

When the pope descened from the sedia he 
ascended the throne, which had been covered 
with a purple cloth and acloth of gold for the 
Lenten season, The canopy over the throne 
was backed by tapestry of Perino del Vaga, de- 
picting faith, hope and charity. At the base 
of the throne were two lions couchant, bearing 
red banners with cross keys. The cardinals 
occupied benches arranged inalong parallel, 
in front of the pepe. The consistorial advyo- 
cates advanced to the throne and read the In- 
‘tance for the beautification of the persons un- 
der consideration. 

This concluded, sixteen cardinals left the 
ball to bring from the Sistine chapel the eight 
new cardinals: Gonzales, of Toledo; Monsignor 
Aloysi Masejla, ex-nuncio at Lisbon; Arch- 
bishop Taschereau, of Quebec; Archbishop Gib- 
hops, of Baltimore; Archbishop Bernadou, of 
Sens; Archbishop Plece, of Rentes; Archbishop 
of Langnenieux, of Reims; and the Archbishop 
of Ferrara. Each new cardinal was accompa- 
nied by two others.

Stops for a Call on the Governor—Without Sherif 
or Guard He Comes of His Own Free Will to 
Re port to the Keeper of the ®- nitenttary 
~He Secks Breoutive Clemency. 


“T am-in the city on my way to the peniten- 
tiary. Will remain here a day or so until I 
can see the governor, and after that will report 
to you,’’ was the message conveyed to Colonel 
J. R. Towers, keeper of the penitentiary, yes- 
terday. 

It almost took his breath away. ‘‘Cool, to 
say the least,” thought the colonel. But he 
was even more surprised when he learned that 
the sender of the message was stopping at one 
of the principal hotels in the city, and that, 
although accompanied by neither sheriff nor 
guard, he was, indeed, “on his way to the peni- 
tentiary,” being about to begin the life of a 
convict. 

The story is quite interesting. 

The name of this rather peculiar individual 
is C. W. C. Wright. He is a bright, intelligent 
fellow, twenty-four years of age, the son of 
Dr. J. F. Wright, a prominent physician of 
Monroe county. Unless Governor Gordon sees 
fit to listen favorably to the young man’s ap- 
plication for a pardon, Wright will soon begin 
serving a three years’ sentence for manslaugh- 
ter. 

THE CRIME 
for which he will probably don. a convict’s 
garb, was committed on the 25th of July, 1883, 
near High Falls, Monroe county. The even- 
ing before Wright had some trouble with J.C. 
Ham, a young man who lived near. As 
Wright and his little brother were driving 
along the rcad the next day they were set 
upon by Ham and his brother, W. J. Ham. In 
the melee which followed, Wright shot and 
killed W. J. Ham. He wastried for murder, 
but the jury evidently thought there were 
many mitigating circumstances, for their ver- 
dict read: “Guilty ofinvoluntary manslaughter 
in the commission ofan unlawful act.” The 
sentence ofthe court was that he should be 
confined in the penitentiary or wherever the 
governor might elect, at hard labor for the pe- 
riod of three years. 

The case was carried to the supreme 
court upon an application for a 
new trial. Three weeks ago 
the court decided against the plaintiff and the 
new trial was refuse d. 

Wright's case is peculiar in many respects. 
He seems to enjoy the utmost confidence of his 
neighbors, including the sheriff and other offi- 
cers—a fact which certainly speaks well for 
him. After his arrest he was released on 
$6,000 bail. Pending the decision of the su- 
preme court upon the appeal, the bail was re- 
duced to $2,500, and at no time has Wright been 
compelled to submit to imprisonment. Bat 
the most peculiar phase of the case, and the one 
by which Colonel Towers was so com- 
pletely knocked out, is this: When 
Wright-was ready to come to Atlanta, Sheriff 
King made out the commitment papers and, 
handing them to the prisoner, told him to re- 
port to Colonel Towers whenever he saw fit. 
Wright came up alone and was found by a 
CONSTITUTION reporter, yesterday, at the Hotel 
Weinmeister, where he was stopping. From 
him the reporter learned the main factsin his 
case. These were afterwards corroborated by 
an examination of the _ on file in the 
office of the reporter of the supreme court. 

Wright’s first intention was to report to the 
keeper of the penitentiary yesterday. but as 
he is anxious to have an opportunity of 
presenting his case to the governor, 
ke will not report until sometime today. 

The man is a 

PHYSICAL WRECK, 

and it is on this account that he begs executive 
clemency. Onthe 5th of last August he was 
taken with acute articular rheumatism. This 
has since became chronic and for months he 
has been confined {to his home—a confirmed 
invalid. Among the papers which he will sub- 
mit to the governor is a certificate signed by 
Dr. L. B. Alexander, Dr. B. F. RudisilJ, Dr. 
John B. Turner, Dr. B. D. Smithand Dr. W. 
F. Ponder, setting forth the nature of his mal- 
ady and testifying that he is utterly unable to do 
any work whatsoever. Dr. Westmoreland, prino- 
cipal physician of the penitentiary, has inter- 
ested himself in Wright’s behalf, and will, to- 
day, help present his case to the governor. The 
young man’s attorneys are Hon. John I. Hall, 
of Griffin, and A. D. Hammond, of Forsyth, 
Judge A. M, Speer and General L. J. Gartrell 
of this city. These gentlemen will call upon 
Ciovernor Gordon today in Wright’s behalf. 

The fellow’s condition is really pitiable, His 
left leg and almost his entire left side are use- 
less, and he cannot move even a short distance 
without the aid of crutches. Itis easy to see 
that heis a very sick man, and, in his present 
condition, woull be of no nse 
whatever about a convict camp. The 
confidence placed in him by the officers and 
others who know him best, certainly speaks 
well for him. He has it in his power to escape, 
but prefers to let the law take its course. Toa 
CONSTITUTION representative he expressed the 
hope that Governor Gordon might see fit to in- 
terfere in his case, as he fears that, in his pres- 
ent condition, he could not long survive the 
hardships of convict life. 

A’ SIMILAR CASE. 

“(Cases of that kindare few and far between,” 
remarked Colonel Towers, while discussing the 
subject yesterday. “I never had but one other. 
About three years ago a man living in the 
southern part of Georgia was convicted of 
manslaughter. There must have been many 
mitigating circumstances, for his sentence wa3 
the shortest the law allows—one year. He 
was a man of good family, and I never was 
more surprised than when he presented him- 
eels aud told me his mission. He came in and 
said he was on his way to the penitentiary, 
explaining the circumstances. I learned 
that he had not’ been in prison 
at all since hisconviction. In thecourse of his 
talk he said he had nodoubt he could geta 
new trial and an acquittal, but he owned a iit- 
tle home and the expenses of such an action 
would probably eat up all the little property he 
had. He preferred to serve this sentence and 
save what little he had. I naturally took an 
interest in the case and saw that he was as- 
signed to a good camp.” 

“Did you ever hear from him again’”’ 

“Oh, yes. Heserved his sentence and came 
back perfectly happy.”

‘The failure onthe part of congrass to pro- 
vide means with which to carry on the iudi- 
ciary department of the federal government, 
has necessitated the postponement of all! civil 
cases on the calendar, except the equity cases, 
which will be heard in chambers. At the be- 
ginning of the present term of the conrt there 
was on hand, for the purposes of the court, a 
small amount of money, but 
not enough to meet the expenses 
for more than four or five days, Jn ordor that 
the criminal business might proceed, Colonel 
Buck, clerk of the courts, and Captain Nelms, 
marshal, arranged with some of the banks for 


, the advancement of whatever sum; might be 


necessary. ‘The result is that the crimina! busi- 
ness is being disposed of as rapidly as possible. 

Yesterday, in the circuit court, John Chronie 
of Walker county, was found guilty of work- 
ing in a blockade distillery, and was sentenced 
to two months’ imprisonmext. Perry Hender- 
son and Bill Norman, of the same county, were 
convicted of illicit distiNiug, and each got toar 
months and $100 fine. 

In the district court, John Paris, of. Pauld- 
ing county, was acquitted of worktng in an il- 
licit distillery. Sidney’ Dowdy, of White 
county, and Columbus Headen, of Union coun- 
ty, were charged with illicit distilling, but the 
jury acquitted them. Washington Gentry, of 
Dawson county, was pot so fortunate, and got 
eleven months and $100 fine.

The Atlanta and Hawkinsville railway 
company, which received its charter at the last 
sessicn of the Georgia legislature, is now an 
assured fact. It is certain to be carried for- 
ward to completion, and that without delay. 
Allthe embarrassments and difliculties in its 
way have been overcume. Asis well known, 
there was a difficulty in the way which 
it was regarded as exceedingly 
bard to remove — vViz., a want 
of sufficient money wherewith to construct 
the road. The counties through which the 
read was to pass failed to respond with due 
liberality in the way of subscriptions, and the 
projectors of the enterprise found themselves 
crippled. How to raise the requisite amount 
of money, was the problem that confronted 
them, and they set about to devise some plan 
for securing the necessary funds. 

A committee of the incorporators was ap- 
pointed to undertake the work of raising 
money, #nd this committee determined that 
a stock ccmpany should be organized in At- 
lenta to underteke the cempletion of the rail- 
way. Acompany was orgavized under the 
pame of the Atlanta Improvement company. 
A few wecks ago the company received its 
charter from the superior court of Fulton 
county. 

The capital stock of the company is $250,000, 
which has already been subscribed, and there 
are outside parties representing about $50,000 
who are anxious to come in.
